Houstoun, Subdean of Glasgow, although somewhat scanty, embrace, pro- 
bably, almost all that it could now interest us to know of his life. His 
own affectionate piety has recorded the name of his mother, with the date 
of her decease^; and, from a judicial proceeding which will hereafter be 
adverted to,* we might, perhaps, infer that he could claim kindred, on his 
father's side, with the old and knightly family of Houstoun of that Ilk, in 
the shire of Renfrew.

of Rutherglen. About the year 1527^ he succeeded Roland Blacader 
as Subdean of Glasgow; and this dignity, to which the rectory of the 
parishes of Cadder and Monkland was attached, he continued to 
hold during his life. He was chosen Rector of the University of Glasgow 
in the year 1534, and filled the office, by successive re-elections, until 
the year 1541.® By the latter will of Archbishop Dunbar, who died in 
1547, he was appointed one of the executors of that learned and muni- 
ficent churchman, of whose confidence and affection he enjoyed a large 
share. To him specially was entrusted the erection of the stately 
sepulchre of brass which covered the Archbishop's grave in the chancel of 
the cathedral.^ He was charged also with the endowment and regulation 
of the obsequies and yearly commemoration to be performed for the soul's 
repose of the departed prelate ; as well as with the repairs of a spire or 
belfry, the founding of certain bells, and the purchase of the episcopal orna- 
ments, which the Archbishop wished to bequeath to his metropolitan church.^

Three prebendaries were added by the bounty of subsequent benefactors, 
so that the number of prebends in the College was in all thirteen. 

The Provost was to have for his pension, all the fruits, oblations, and i. 

emoluments, together with the manse and glebe, of the vicarage of Dairy, 
under deduction of ten pounds in money and six acres of land which were 
set apart for the support of a vicar residing at Dairy, and serving in the 
cure of that parish. The right of patronage, as well of the Provostry of the 
Collegiate Church of Saint Mary and Saint Anne, as of the vicarage of 
Dairy, was vested in the Abbot and Convent of the Benedictine monastery 
of Kilwynning, to whom the benefice originally belonged, and with whose 
consent it was transferred to Our Lady College. The collation to both 
offices was declared to be with the Archbishop of Glasgow.^ 

The first prebend was to bear the name of the Holy and Undivided 2. 

Trinity, and its possessor was to have the style of Archpriest. In the '"** Archpriest; 
absence of the Provost he was to exercise the jurisdiction of that dignitary, the HoijTriaity. 
and to preside as well in the choir as in the chapter of the College. His 
salary was to be one half of the fruits of the perpetual vicarage of May- 
boill, with an acre of land in Saint Anne's croft in the common moor of 
Glasgow. The presentation of the prebendary was reserved to the 
Prioress and Convent of the Cistertian nunnery of North Berwick, who, as 
the patrons of the church of Mayboill, gave their consent to the alienation 
of that benefice in favour of Our Lady College, under burden of a yearly 
salary of ten pounds, with a manse, a toft, and a croft, to a vicar serving 
the cure, and having his residence at Mayboill. The Archpriest was to 
be collated, and instituted to his office, by the ordinary of the diocese.'^

chalices, copes, vestments, and ornaments, both of the high altar and of the 
other altars in the chnrch; to bring them to the choir in time of ditrine 
service ; and to deliver them to the persons officiating, either by himself 
or by a servant wearing a surplice.

fair surplice, he was bound to be present at Matins, High Mass, and 
Vespers, both on Sundays and on other holidays of observance; to ring the 
bells at such hours as should be appointed by the College ; to light the 
candles, and torches, and to put them out, in due season ; to place the 
vestments on the altar ; to open and shut the church doors, and to keep 
their keys.'

The order to be observed in the yearly obsequies of the Founder, is The Yearly ob- 
prescribed with great minuteness.' Firstly, on every Feast of Saint Anne Founder, 
(the twenty-sixth of July), all the eleven prebendaries of the College, 
with the three choristers, were to assemble between the hours of three 
and four in the afternoon, to sing "Placebo"^ and "Dirige,*" to read 
the nine lessons (from the book of Job) appointed in the Office for the 
Departed, to say the Psalm ^'De Profundis,'* and the accustomed prayers 
and collects. This ended, three shillings were to be distributed among 
them, in bread and ale. On the morrow, each prebendary was to celebrate 
a mass of Requiem, when eleven shillings were to be divided equally among 
the canons, and each chorister was to have four pennies. Secondly, thirty 
of the poor, old men and matrons, were to be gathered in, both to the obse- 
quies on Saint Anne's day, and to the mass on the morrow, taking their 
place on a wooden bench in the middle of the choir set apart for the images 
and wax lights, and receiving, each of them, three pennies in wheaten bread, 
three pennies in flesh or fish, and two pennies for ale.

(quae in hodiemnm Tsque diem a Glasenensibus 
asseruatur) qua yir Dei ytebatur.** (Dayidis 
Camerarii De Scotorym Fortitydine Doctrina et 
Pietate, p. 8d. Paris. ]63l.> This is the latest 
trace .of Saint Mungo's bell which has occurred to 
me : it may haye perished in the destruction of 
" superstitious monuments** which was made not 
long afterwards, when (as we learn from the Kirk 
Session JRegister) the reforming ardour of the year 
1641 busied itself in effacing from the walls of the 
cathedral the last lingering inscription of • iancte * 

The deyotion felt for the "campana Sancti 
Kentigemi" was not the only instance of that 
kind of obseryance which obtained in Scotland. 
The Breyiary of Aberdeen commemorates a cer- 
tun bell, " quoddam tintinnabulum,* which Pope 
Gregory the Great presented to Sunt Teman the 
Apostle of the Picts. (Breuiar. Aberdon., Prop. 
Sanct, zij. Junii.). It was preseryed, with many 
other relics of the saint, at the chorch which was 
built oyer his graye at Banchory on the northern 
Dee ; and legal deeds of the fifteenth century are 
extant to show the importance which was attached 
eyen to the custody of " the bell of Sanct Temen 
callitthe Ronecht." (Registrum Recentius Cenobii 
de Aberbrothoc, MS. Bibl. Ady. Edinb. ; Regis- 
trum Episcopatus Aberdonensis, yol. i. pp. 327, 
828.). Ronecht was, perhaps, a name generally 
giyen to bells brought from the Eternal City. (See 
Illustrations of the Topography and Antiquities 
of tlie shires of Aberdeen and Banff, p. 268.

Kessogii,** and the "sacra campana Sancti Lolani*' 

were included among the feudal inyestitnres of the 

Earldom of Perth so lately as the year 1675.

Perth, nn. 708, 880, 1094. Edinb. 1811.). In 

days still more recent we are told how the bell 

of Saint FiUan in Glendochart, <«that was in 

high reputation among the yotaries of that saint 

in old times, has for some years past been locked s 

up, to preyent its being used to superstitious pur- \ 

poses.*' (Statistical Account of Scotland, yol. xyii. 

pp. 877, 878. Edinb. 1796.). 

Giraldus Cambrensis may be cited to show that, 
in the twelfth century, the superstitious yenera- 
tion of bells was general, not only in Scotland, 
but in Ireland and Wales. •* Hoc etiam non 
praetereundnm puto," ho says ** quod campanat 
baiuku, baculosque Sanctorum in superiore parte 
recuruos, auro et argento yel acre contectos, in 
magna reuerentia tam Hibemiae et Scotiae quam 
et Gwalliae populus et derus habere solent : ita 
yt sacramenta super haec longe magis, quam super 
Euangelia, et praestare yereantur et peierare,** 
(Topographia Hibemiae, part. iii. cap. xzziii., apud 
Auglica, Hibemica, Normannica, Cambrica, a 
yeteribys Scripta ex bibliotheca Gyilielmi Cam- 
deni, p. 747. FrancoH 1608.). In the same work 
(part. ii. cap. xxxiiL p. 729), he commemorates the 
miraculous bell of Saint Finian at Clonard in 
Lfoinster; and in another, he records the maryel- 
lous powers of a bell presenred in the church of 
Glascum at Eleuein in Wales: " campana baiula 
yirtuosissima, quam proprio ' yocabulo Bangu yo- 
cant, quae et Sancli Dauid fuisse perhibetur." 
(Itioerarium Cambriae, lib. i. capp. i., ii. pp. 822, 
825. ; Cambriae Descriptio, cap. xyiii. p. 891.). 

Saint Mungo*s bell, though eyery trace of its 
story appears to have long yanished from the 
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these services twelve pennies were assigned. These payments, amounting 
in all to forly-four shillings, were to be made by one of the prebendaries

Glasgow. ensigoB of the city, where it has been enshrined 

for more than five centuries. We discover it in the 
earliest notice which has been preserved of the 
burgh seal, the description, bj Father Thomas 
Innes of the Scotish College at Paris, of a charter 
of the year 1293, which is now lost : " Huic carte 
appensa erant duo sigilla, quorum primum, scilicet 
sigillum communitatis Glasguensis, exhibet supe- 
rius caput episcopi et inferius tintinabuium; 
alteram vero amissnm est." (Registram Episcopa- 
tus Glasguensis, vol. i. p. czzvi. not. g,). We see 
it figured on the seal of the city which is still 
attached to a deed (printed below, p. 287, no. iiii.) 
of the year 1325, and has been engraved both in 
the Liber Sancte Marie de Melros, t. ii. plate vi. 
no. a Edinb. 1837, aud in the Registram Episco- 
patuB Glasguensis, plate v. no. 3. An impression 
from this seal, which continued in use until the 
Reformation, is included in the interesting collec- 
tion of casts of Glasgow seals presented to the 
members of the Mutland Club, in the year 1832, 
by their secretary. Dr. Smith of Crutherland. 
Saint Mungo's bell may be recognised also on the 
privy seal of the chapter used in the year 1321 
(Liber S. Marie de Melros, t ii. plate v. no. 2; 
Registram Episcopatus Glasguensis, plate ii. no. 
2.); as well as on the seal of cause of the same 
body used from the year 1468 to the year 1540 
(Registram Episcopatus Glasguensis, plate vi. 
no. 5.); on the latest chapter seal known to have 
existed {Id. plate vi. no. 10.); and on the seal of 
the offidality, used in the year 1533, and probably 
as early as the close of the thirteenth century, 
(Id. plate VI. no. 9.). 

I need not stay here to explain '* the fish and 
the ring," which appear (along with the mitred 
eflfigy of Saint Kentigern, and his consecrated bell) 
un the burgh seal of the year 1325^ and may be 
seen on seals of the bishops at a still earlier 



period. They are intelligible emblems of a well- 
known miracle which occupies a prominent place 
in every memorial of the Sunt. Cf. Hnkert 
Vit. Antiq. SS. Scotiae, pp. 273-277; Regist. 
Episc. Glasg., vol. L pp. xcii.. xcix. ; D. Camerarii 
de^Scot. Fortttvd., pp. 82, 83, in verbis cuiusdam 
fragment! sen manuscript! quod ex antiqua Archie- 
piscopali Glascuensi bibliotheca habuit; Abp. 
Spottiswoode*s Hist, of the Church and Stale of 
Scot., p. 112. Lond. 1677. 

But I may be permitted to offer one or two 
remarks on the less generally understood tokens 
of "the bird" and "the tree." These too are 
represented on the seal of the municipal com- 
munity in the year 1825, as well as on many of 
the ancient seals of the episcopal see. 

The bird u obviously the little favourite of 
Saint Serf, the '* avicula, quae vulgo ob ruborem 
corpusculi Rubisca nuncupatur," the tale of whose 
miraculous restoration to life by Saint Kenti- 
gero, fills the fifth chapter of his AcU by 
Jocelin (Pinkert. Vit. Antiq. SS. Scotiae, pp. 208- 
210.), and is duly commemorated also in the 
second lesson appointed for his festival in the 
Breviary of Aberdeen, (Regist. Episc Gla«g. 
vol. L p. xc). Long after this legend was wholly 
forgotten, it was remembered that the bird ex- 
hibited in the arms of the city was a red-breast, 
as we leara from the inscription which Dr. Robert 
Magnus has prefixed to his epigram on the 
Intignia civiieUis Glasguae: " Salmo, quercus, 
cui insidet ntbecula avis, campana, et annulus 
aureus salmonis ore exortus." (Artvri lonstoni 
Poemata Omnia, p. 434. Middelb. Zeland. 1642.> 

The " tree," in the older seals, takes the form 
rather of a branch ; and is doubtless meant to 
commemorate the frozen bough of hazel which 
Saint Kentigera miraculously kindled into fiame, 
as related in the third lesson prescribed for his 
feast in the Aberdeen Breviary, (Regist. Episc. 
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chosen for that purpose yearly, by his brethren, on the Feast of Saint Martin 
in winter; and he was to take to himself, for his fee, twenty pennies. 



Glasg., vol. 1. p. zc.). The Cistercian of Furaes 
deyotes the sixth chapter of his book to the same 
tradition: *< De igne per inyidiam a sodis Sancti 
Kentegemi extincto, et flatu ejus celitas In ramus- 
calo corili dato."

Scotiae, pp. 210-218.). He adds, that the supers 
natural power which was put forth on this occasion, 
had not altogether ceased to manifest itself even in 
his own day : " Corilus enim ilta,de qua ramusculus 
scissus est, benedictiooem a Sancto Kentegemo 
acoepit, quae postmodum in nemusculum siWescere 
cepit Si Tero de corileto illo, ut patriot ae dicnnt, 
ramusculus etiam yiridissimus assumptus fuerit, 
quasi aridissimum quid ad tactum ignis quodam- 
modo lambentis, usque in hodiemum diem ignem 
suscepit, et modico afflatu pulsatus per meritum 
Sancti igneam comam ex se spargit." 

We meet with the original miracle (together 
with those of the resuscitation of the tame robin 
of the Apostle of the Orkneys, and the recoYoiy, 
in the fish's mouth, of the lost ring of the frail 
Queen of Caidjow) in the Sequentia er hymn 
for the feast of Saint Kentigem in the Missal pre* 
sented by the Knight of Arbuthnott, in the year 
1492, to the church which he had founded in 
honour of the first bishop of the Picts : 
" Oarrit ales pemecatus

According to this Tenerable record of 
the traditions of the Scotish church, Sunt Mungo

I fear that the motto, lit Glasgow rLovaiSH 

BT THB FBBACHIIfO OF THX WORD, which nOW 

accompanies the armorial bearings of the city, 
cannot be traced to any very remote period ; else 
for this, likewise, a fanciful origin might, perhaps, 
be suggested in the legend that tells how Saint 
Kentigern, having appointed Saint Asaph to the 
rule of the see in Wales, which still bears that 
disciple's name, was warned of an angel that he 
himself should again go down to Glasgow ; how 
King Redrath, with his chiefs and a great multi- 
tude of people, went out to welcome the returning 
prophet; how he began to preach to them the 
word of God, bnt from the press and throng could 
neither be seen nor heard save by the few who 
stood nearest by ; and how, of a sudden, the earth 
on which he stood miraculously upheaved itself 
into a knoll, so that all the assembled thousands 
both beheld his countenance and heard his words. 
The story is in the lituiigy which good Bishop 
Elphinstone (himself bom and bred within the 
patrimony of Saint Mungo) compiled for the use 
of his church of Aberdeen (Regist Episc. Glasg. 
vol. i. p. xdii.); and the record adds, that a chapel 
dedicated to the honour of the Saint was erected 
on the spot : *■ Et dum eisdem predicaret verlntm 
Dei a parua parte populi visus est nee sermo 
eins auditus est. Vnde nutu divino terra supra 
quam stetit se in monticulum eleuauit ita ut ab 
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Other ObiU to 
be celebrated 
annually.

Beside the obsequies of the Fonnder, commemoratioiis were appointed 
by him to be made yearly, on the last day of May, for the soul of his 
mother, Jonet Lundy, who died on the thirteenth of June, 1529; on the 
twenty-first of September, for the soul of George Montgomery, rector 
of Eglesham and canon of Glasgow," whose decease happened on the same 
day and in the same year with that of the Founder's mother; and for the 
soul of Adam Colquhoun,^ rector of Stobo (in the deanery of Peebles) and 
canon of Glasgow, who departed on the seventh of February, 1541-2.® 

It was required that all the prebendaries on the Foundation should be 
in priest's, or, at least, in deacon's orders ; that they should make residence 
in person at the College ; that they should daily say Matins, High Mass,

is to the chapel of Saint Mungo without the Walls 
(called also Little Saint Mungo's), the traces of 
which were visible about a hundred years ago, on 
the eminence called The Dowhill, on the north side 
of the Gallowgate, immediately without the Port, 
on the eastern bank of the rivulet which witnessed 
the meeting of Saint Columba and Saint Kenti- 
gern in the sixth centurj, and was known, at 
least as early as the twelfth, by the name of The 
Molendinar, which it still bears. (Pinkert Vit 
Antiq. SS. Scotiae, p. 282.). The chapel was 
built and endowed, in the year 1500, by David 
Cunynghame, archdeacon of Argyll, provost 
of the Collegiate Church of Hamilton, and 
Official Genera] of Glasgow, (Registrum Epis- 
copatus Glasguensis, vol. ii. pp. 501, 502.).

Not many years elapsed between the erection of Our Lady College, 
and the memorable event of the Reformation ; and of its history during the 
interval nothing is known, beyond the meagre facts, that its first Provost

The Collegiate 
Church here referred to, is that which was founded 
in the year 1449, by William Lord Crichton, the 
fkmons chancellor of King James II., beside his 
castle of Crichton, in the parish of Borthwick 
(anciently called Louchwhoruir or Locherwert), in 
the deanery of Lothian. (Sir Walter Scott's Pro- 
vincial Antiquities of Scotland, pp. 194-197. 
edit. Edinb. 1834; Liber Cartanim Prioratus 
Sancti Andree in Scotia, p. SO. Edinb. 1841.). 
It was dedicated to Saint Rentigem (Crawfurd's

the history of his Acts by Jocelin of Fumes, that 
he here wrought a signal miracle : *' Aliam quo* 
que crucem incredibilem dictu, nisi posset explo- 
rari yisu et tactu, in Lothwerwerd, juste et reli- 
giose de resurrectione cogitans, de sola arena 
maris construxit In quo loco ipse octo annorum 
spacio mansit. ...

name of " The Tron Gate" before the middle of 
the sixteenth century, that is about sixty years 
after King James IV. (by bis charter of the fourth 
of January 1489-90) granted to the Bishop of 
Glasgow, and his snccessors, the privilege of hav- 
ing a free tron in their city : '* liberam facultatem 
et potestatem et libertatem quod fieri faciant 
habeant teneant et possideant libernm tronum in 
dicta ciyitate pro perpetuo ac constituant et ordi- 
nent custumarium tronatorem et clericum cokkete 
in eadem vt omnes mercancie et bona ciribus et 
tenentibus civitatis et baronie de Glasgu pertt- 
nentia ibidem tronentur ponderentur et custumen- 
tur." (Registrum Episcopatus Glasguensis, vol. 
ii. p. 467.). In a deed of seisin of the thirtieth of 
May 1545, a tenement is described as being *■ in 
le Troyne Gait ex parte austral! eiusdem," (MS.

SaifUThenaw^sOaU, The street derived its older name, by which 
it was known at least as early as the year 1426 
(see below p. 244), from a chapel situated near its 
western extremity, dedicated to Saint Thenaw, 
the mother of Saint Kentigern. The Breviary 
of Aberdeen (which was printed in 1509) assures 
us that this devout lady died and was buried at 



Glasgow (Registrum Episcopatus Glasguensis, vol. 
i. p. xcvixi.); and we have the express aathority of 
a royal declaration in the previous century for be- 
lieving that this chapel was built over her sepulchre. 
King James III., by a charter dated on the 
fourteenth of October 1475, bequeathed to the 
cathedral church of Glasgow half a stone of wax, 
from the lands of Odingstoune in the lordship of 
BothwcU, for lights to be burned at the tomb of 
Saint Tenew,in the chapel where her bones were 
buried: "dimidiam petram cere fiendam et dis- 
tribuendam super sepuUura dicte Sancte Tcnew 
ac constmctione super eadem sepultura facta in 
capella vbi ossa hujusmodi Sancte requiescunt." 
{Id, vol. ii. pp. 426-428.). Another deed, of the 
year 1 498, makes mention also of the " capella 
ubi ossa Beate Thanew matris beati confessoris 
Kentigemi requiescunt prope civitatem Glas- 
gueneem.** (Id, vol. ii. pp. 497-499.). We learn, 
however, from a catalogue of the relics in the 
treasury of the cathedral in the year 1432, that 
at least some of the bones of Saint Thenaw 
were kept there along with the remains of her 
distinguished son : ** item duo sacculi linei cum 
ossibus Sancti Kentigerni Sancte Tenaw et alio- 
rum diuersorum sanctorum.** {Id, vol. ii. p. 330,). 
Saint Thenaw's Chapel survived the year 1597; 
and some traces of it were to be found even so 
recently as the beginning of the last century. 
Wodrow records that it was then called ** Saint 
Tennoch*s;" a name which, in the mouths of 
a people more familiar with the Prophets of the 
Antediluvian Worid than with the Saints of the 
Dark Ages, was in no long time changed into 
that of ** 8aint Enoch,** now given to a church 
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ancient name of Saint Thenaw's Gate. No memorial either of the form 
or size of the edifice has been preserved: we know only that it was sur- 
rounded by a burying ground/ and that on the west side of it stood the 
Song School.

** Saint Dominions character as a preacher,* says 
a living writer, " was to introduce pithy stories, 
something in the way of Rowland Hill, but with 
still less, probably, of grarity or reyerence.

the cathedral of Glasgow in such wise that it was the wonder of the 
age, and remodelled its chapter according to the venerable usages which 
Saint Osmund had bequeathed to the church of Salisbury.^ 

Of the Muniments of the Friars Preachers which are printed in the Buiu of Pope 
following sheets, the earliest in point of time is a Bull of Pope Innocent 
IV.,* in the year 1244, empowering and enjoining the ordinaries of 
dioceses to grant the benefit of absolution and the grace of dispensation 
to the brethren of the order for any ofiences which they might commit, 
meriting sentence of excommunication or note of irregularity, except they 
were sins of such enormity as to require that the penitent should repair 
in person to the Apostolic See. 

A second Bull of the same Pope, dated from Lyons on the tenth of 
July 1246, grants forty days* indulgence (that is, remits so much of the 
penance enjoined by the canons) to all the faithful who should contribute 
to the completion of the church and other edifices which the Friars 
Preachers of Glasgow had begun to build .^

any increase to this slender revenue, the only deeds of intermediate date 
being two Bulls of Pope Clement IV., in the year 1266, in favour of the 
institute at large. By the first of these, the successor of Saint Peter pro- 
nounces sentence of excommunication upon all persons daring to offer 
violence to the churches or places of the brethren ;^ by the second, he 
proffers a hundred days' indulgence to all the repentant faithful who shall 
go in devotion to the churches of the Friars Preachers, on the anniver* 
saries of their dedication, or on the festivals of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
Saint Dominic the confessor. Saint Peter the martyr,® and the other saints 
held in veneration by the order .*^ 

From incidental notices which have been preserved, we learn that 
during the reign of King Alexander III., the Friars Place in Glasgow 
was surrounded by a wall, and gave its name to a neighbouring wynd or 
vennel,' probably the same which, two centuries afterwards, came to be 
called by the name of the Gray Friars of the order of Saint Francis.

If there be any reason to credit a legend of the seventeenth century, 
the hospitality of the Friars Preachers of Glasgow was^ not long after the 
sojourn among them of the English monarch, laid under the shadow of a 
heinous crime. Stephen of Donydouer, having been chosen to fill the 
episcopal throne of Saint Kentigern, took his departure for Rome to be 
consecrated there ; but died by the way, '^ not without suspicion," says 
Archbishop Spottiswoode, " of poison given him at a feast made by the 
Friers Predicant of Glasgow,"* I have not been able, however, to find 
any other trace of this story. 

In the year 1304, Robert Wischard, bishop of Glasgow, by a charter 
which was subsequently confirmed by his chapter, granted to the Friars

Hitherto the convent seems to have kept by the original vow of

we find recorded by Buchanan: "Dominicanis nequaquam eadem erat 
opulentia, sed certe tanta, ut mendicitatis professionem facile falsam 
redargueret, adeo ut non inscite quidam non Fratres Mendicantes sed 
Manducantes eos appellaret." ^ 

Guyllascop MacLachlan of Argyll, by a charter dated from his tower Grant of forty 
of Castle Lachlan, on the shore of Loch Fyne, on the Saturday before ^ ^"^hief of 
the Octave of Saint Martin, in the year 1314, gives to the Friars a yearly Clan Lachlan.

His claim, which he Is so careful to place on 
record, to the title of " the first Provest that wes 
in Glasgw,*' arose, doubtless, from the erection of 
the city into a regality, by the charter of King 
James II., dated at Edinburgh on the twentieth 
of April 1450. (Registrum Episcopatus Glas- 
guensis, Tol. ii. pp. 375-377; toI. I, p. !▼.). 
Hitherto it had been merely a burgh of barony, 
holding of the Bishop, goTerned by bailies ap- 
pointed by him, and as such, exposed to occa- 
sional annoyance fi^m Its more highly privileged 
neighbours, the burghs royal of Rutherglen, Ren- 
frew, and Dunbarton.

It 
is, at the same time, only too obvious that, even 
if he could have had access to the records 
from which the annals of the city must be written, 
he was without the knowledge necessary either 
to read or to understand them. His mistakes, 
gross as they are, have been, for the most part, 
implicitly copied by his successors, few of whom 
were more competent than himself, and some, 
indeed, were still more illiterate. 

I have not considered it necessary, in the pre- 
ceding pages, to detain the reader by adverting to 
the many erroneous statements regarding Our 
Lady College and the Blackfriars' Convent, which 
are to be found in the histories of Glasgow. It may 
suffice to say hero, that I have written with these 
works before me, and that I have rejected nothing 
which they advance, except for reasons which I 
believe to be sufficient.
